The theory: that has been advanced 
by some that the needles came there 
purely by aceident does not commend | 
itself to the police officials and aera 
faith is placed in this theory, 

So far no motive has been found by 
the police unless it is the-fact that tral 
girl's life was insured for a« little over 
a hundred dollars, payble to the step- 
father, But so far the crime has not 
been connected with this man, and he 
is merely held on ‘suspiclon by the 
police,

Last year the pension allowances on

The intent of the increment tax is to withhold for public 
use some part of the value which the public gives to property 
in land, 

The lot worth $100 when the increment tax went into 
effect and subsequently sold for $200 shows a value created 
between times by the public of $100. Of this the provincial 
government takes for public use $5; the remaining $95 
accrues to he who sells to reap the increment. 

As seen by the inmates of the Bullétin office, however, 
it is the man who buys who pays the $5 increment tax. 

To arrive at this strange result, the purchaser would 
have to pay $205 for a $200 lot, of which $200-would go to 
the vendor and $5 to the government. 

The value of a lot is what itcan be sold for~ In actual 
practice, the purchaser of a lot does not add the outstanding 
liability to the purchase price in order to arrive at the sum 
which he will hand over in consummation of the deal. On 
the contrary, he subtracts it. If there is a mortgage against 
the lot he subtracts the amount of the mortgage, and whatever 
tax liability may exist as well. To whom the mortgage is} 
owed makes no alteration in his system; nor does it nratter 
in his calculation whether the taxes are due to the municipality 
in the form of direct taxation upon land or to the province 
in the form of $5 out of every $100 increment, collectable 
on transfer, 

In other words, the purchaser in the $200 lot deal would 
subtract the amount of the mortgage, if any, the mortgage 
taxes in arrears, if any, and the increment tax of $5, and 
would then hand to the vendor the balance as the amount due 
on the purchase. 

While the Bulletin’s hypothetical washerwoman or some 
other of its hypo attaches might be found sufficiently un- 
accountable to enter into a transaction of the nature the 
Bulletin describes, it is scarcely likely that any considerable 
number of persons deemed competent would thus squander 
their money.

TODAY WE CELEBRATE | 
St. Patrick in ro ae 
Prose and Verse. 


St. Patrick was a gentleman, 
Who came of decent people; 

He built a church in Dublin town 
And on it put a steeple. 

His father was a Gallagher; 
His mother was a Brady; 

His aunt was an O'Shaughnessy; 
His uncle an O'Grady. 

Thus Henry Bennett disposes of the 
genealogy of the patron saint of Ire- 
|} land, whose festival is being so widely 
jcelebrated today. Historians have 
{given many and varying accounts of 
the lineage, birth and career of St. 
Patrick. Most agree that he was born 
{in Scotland, probably in a little town 
on the mouth of the Clyde, about the 
|} year 873, His father was of a good 
jfamily named = Calphurnius, and a 
| Roman official stationed at the wall of 
Severus, which was the dividing line 
between Roman civilization and the 
|country of the warlike Picts and Scots, 
His mother is believed to have been 
Conchessa, a niece of St. Martin of 
| Tours, 

The future saint was named Succet, 
Asa lad he was kidnapped by raiders 
from Scotland, carried across to Ire- 
land, and sold into slavery, His master, 
for whom he herded cattle on the hills, 
called him Patricius, “the young pat- 
rican," hence the name of Patrick. 
After a time the boy escaped, and 
studied for the priesthood in France. 
|} Then he returned to Ireland to seek 
{the conversion of the people among 
whom he had been held a slave. Wil- 
liam Maginn, the Irish poet, gives this 
somewhat facetious account of St. 
| Patrick's arrival: 
| He came to the Emerald Isle 

On a lump of paving-stone mounted; 
The steamboat he beat to a mile, 

Which mighty good sailing 

counted, 
Says he: “The salt water, I think, 
| Has made me most bloodily thirsty; 
So bring me a flagon of drink 
To keep down the mulligrubs, burst 
ye 
Of drink that is fit for a saint. 

Another poet gives a somewhat 
erroneous impression of the occupation 
of Bt. Patrick's mother: 

No wonder that those Irish lads 

Should be so gay and frisky, 

For sure St. Pat he taught tha that, 

As well as making whisky; 

No wonder that the saint-himself 

Should understand distilling, 
Since his mother kept a shebeen-shop 

In the town of Enniskillen. 

Of the observance of St. Patrick's 
day, Samuel Lover tells us in verse 
that there was a controversy as to 
whether the saint waa born on the 
eighth or ninth of March, but that a 
compromise was effected by adding 
eight and nine and celebrating on the 
seventeenth, ’ 

Then they all got. blind dhrunk—

Henry Siegel, Merchant Prince 
Who Failed, Sixty-two Today. 

One of the greatest mercantile fail- 
ures In years was that which recently 
{involved in ruin the big department 
stores of Henry Siegel. The merchant 
prince, who sought td dominate the 
department store business of three 
cities, New York, Boston and Chicago, 
and whose gigantic mercantile fabric 
lately toppled about his ears, was born 
sixty-two years ago today at Eubig- 
heim, Germany, the eighth of ten sons 
of a farmer burgomaster. In his boy- 
hood the exodus from the Fatherland 
to America was at its height, and all 
ten of the brothers joined the tide of 
emigration. Henry Siegel was fifteen 
when he passéd the examination at 
Ellis Island which enabled him to set 
foot on the soil of America, After a 
few days in New York he went to 
Washington, where he began his spec- 
tacular mercantilo career as a clerk 
in a dry goods store at $3.60 per week. 
He attended night school in Washing- 
ton and laid the foundation of an ex- 
cellent education. His brother's store 
at Parkersburg, Pa., held him for two 
years, and then he became a partner In 
the Siegel Bros, establishment at Law- 
renceburg, Pa, 

In 1876 all of the Siegel brothers re- 
moved to Chicago, where they estab- 
lished a cloak manufacturing concern. 
There were not enough executive jobs 
in the firm to go rounds, and Henry 
went on the road as a traveling sales- 
man. In 1886 Henry Siegel formed a 
partnership with Frank H, Cooper, 
and established the Siegel, Cooper & 
Company department store In Chicago. 
It was wiped out by fire four years 
later, but rebuilt on a larger scale, 
with three-score stores under one roof. 
The project was immensely success- 
ful, and Mr, Siegel transferred his ac- 
tivities to other cities, In 1896 he 
founded the Siegel-Cooper Company 
store in New York. Later he sold this 
emporium, but purchased the depart- 
ment store of Simpson, Crawford & 
Company in New York, and. also 
started the Fourteenth street store in 
that city and the Henry Siegel Com- 
pany department store in Boston, At 
one time he had great department 
stores under his personal management, 
but the load was more than he could 
carry, and last December the New 
York and Boston enterprises went into 
the hands of receivers for reorganiza- 
tion.

TODAY IN DOMINION 
HISTORY, 


One hundred years ago today the] } 
1814 campaign in Canada opened with 
the advance of the American 
under General Wilkinson from Platts- 
burg to Chazy, Wilkinson had 4,000 
men under his command, a formidable 
force compared with that of the de- 
fenders of the Canadian frontier, who 
could muster less than 1,500 troops, of 
whom about~ a third were Canadian 
militia and the remainder regulars. At 
Chazy, a century ago today, Wilkin- 
son sent a brigade of infantry and a 
corps of riflemen under Brigadier 
Macomb to Saunton, in Vermont. THe 
next day they passed around Missiqul 
Bay, and took possession of Vhillips- 
burg, a mile within the Canadian bor- 
der They remained there until the 
2%th, when they recrossed the lake and 
rejoined Wilkinson's main army, which 
then advanced to attack La Colle Mill, 
A handful of gallant defenders, num- 
bering only 540, under the command 
of Matlor Wandcock, checked the 
American advance, and the “army was 
eventually repulsed, A little later, 
Wilkinson was recalled by the Ameri- 
can military authorities, and Izard took 
his> place. * Wilkinson was hailed be- 
fore n court of inquiry, but was ac- 
quitted of the charges made against 
him, although discharged from the 
service, The disgraced general went 
to Mexico, where he died, In the 
meantime the withdrawal of the Rrit- 
ish army from the continent left Iong- 
land free to pursue the American war 
with greater vigor, and the conflict 
was carried to the United States and 
its capital cily captured In Canada 
the tide of battle favored first. one 
side, then the other, until a treaty be- | 
tween the warring naions ushered in 
a peace that has endured for a cen- 
tury, and will probably endure forever,

Ever since the days of the first 
Olymplad when the winner of an ath- 
letic event was crowned with a wreath 
of olives and given the freedom of his 
own native city, athletes have had 
their place on the pedestal of fame and 
have been considered good advertise- 
ments for the city of their birth or 
adoption. One does not think of Fin- 
land these days without thinking of 
Hanns Kolehanainin, or Hawaii with- 
out a thought of Duke Kahanamoku, 
or of France without thinking of that 
sterling runner, Bouinholder of the 
one hour record, or Italy without Dor- 
ando, or England without Shrubb, On 
the other hand the nations across the 
sea associate with the western hemis- 
phere the namos of Hanlon, Gaudaur, 
Longboat, Sherring, Thorpe, Hayes, 
and many others, and often the deter- 
mining factor at the city to which an 
athlete will migrate is the record of 
that city in athletic annals, 

The city of Edmonton is belng 
boosted by a live organization which 


more important features of the city's 
makeup, but up to the present very 


of her athletes, and not a great deal 
has been done to encourage this 
branch of sport. When one thinks of 
the short history of Edmonton = and 
considers that this fair city has twice 
been represented at the Olympic 
games (the first instance being when 
Fitzgerald ran in the London Olympic 
and the second when Decoteau made 
an excellent showing against the 
world’s best at Sweden).

In the matter of Canadian 
championships, Edmonton holds three, 
while no other city between Winni- 
peg and Vancouver holds any. In the 
Provinciai championships Calgary 
managed to secure one while Edmon- 
ton athletes hold all the others, 15 in 
number. Edmonton {s likewise the 
only city between Winnipeg and the 
coast to be represented at the Olympic 
games. When one considers that these 
achievements have been brought about 
under conditions which are not of the 
best, the performances are more cred- 
itable. As the season for athletics is 
the beason when Edmonton gets all its 
rain, as as one rainy day often spoils
